Copper has been detected iii tho soil 
of a churchyard, and in portions of ex­ 
humed bodies. 
At Thebes an ancient Egyptian papy­ 
rus roll containing a treatise on medicine 
has been found. 
A new’ scientific instrument is tho 
“pulviometer,” which registers tho quan­ 
tity of rain falling within a certain 
period, and the duration and the hour of 
the fall. 
It has been discovered that a minute 
fungus will cause fermentation in a solu­ 
tion of glucose, while it does not affect 
that of cane sugar. 
Advantage has been 
taken of this fact to separate eano sugar 
from molasses, the glucose undergoing 
fermentation, and thus allowing tho cane 
sugar to crystalize out. 
A p a p e r said to be proof against fire 
and water is prepaid iii this way. 
After 
a mixture of two-thirds ordinary paper 
pulp and one-tliird asbestos has been 
thoroughly incorporated, it is steeped in 
a solution of common salt and alum.

is thou made into paper, which is finally 
coated with shellac varnish.

T s e researches of Professor Quincke 
indicate that tho change of vol limo of 
solid and liquid bodies under electrical 
influence is not duo to heat, for the 
change produced in the volume of fatty 
oils is one of contraction. 
The same in­ 
vestigator has shown that electricity di­ 
minishes the elasticity of flint and Ger­ 
man glass, which is also said to ho the 
case with India millier, w hile tho elas­ 
ticity of mica and gutta pereha is in­ 
creased. 
A d a ir y in g company of London have 
a laboratory at which samples of milk 
received from farmers are subjected to 
chemical analysis. 
Prizes have been of­ 
fered by the company, which are to be 
given those farmers whoso milk supply 
btftiids highest in quality during a state*! 
period of time. 
The samples of milk 
are carefully examined by the company ’s 
analyst, whose analyses and reports will 
decide the competition for the prizes. It 
is expected that much valuable informa­ 
tion respecting methods for producing 
tho richest possible milk will be pro­ 
duced iu this way. 
If elastic gum is warmed, then ex­ 
panded and wound in a spiral upon a 
glass tube or wire, and cooled for a short 
time in a cooling mixture, it shows ne 
tendency to contract; but when it is sub­ 
mitted to hot water it returns quickly tc 
its original length. 
Tho phenomenon 
can also be made to appear without the 
use of the coolingjnixture. 
If one holds 
heated gum a second iii an expanded 
condition it shows no disposition to re­ 
turn to its original length, but if one im­ 
merses it in bot water it contracts to one- 
fourth or one liftii of its original length. 
Maxwell has found that similar phenom­ 
ena are produced iii gutta pereha. 
F o r the purpose of determining the 
capacity of a horse to undergo the priva­ 
tions incident to u state of sioge,^ a series 
of experiments have been made in Paris. 
The results show: That a horse may 
hold out f o r twenty-five days w ithout any 
solid nourishment, provided it is supplied 
with sufficient good drinking water; that 
a horse can subsist on barley five day* 
without water; and, thirdly, that if a 
horse is well fed for ten days, but insuf­ 
ficiently supplied with water throughout 
this period, it will not outlive the eleventh 
day. 
A horse which had received no 
solid nourishment for twelve days w’as 
nevertheless iii a condition to draw a load 
of six hundred pounds on tho twelfth day 
of its fast.

An official of tho Western Union 
Company, speaking of men as tele* 
grapners, said to the reporter: “ Tho 
general public has a very insufficient 
idea of what it owes to female opera­ 
tors. 
Little more than five years ago 
we were the slaves of our men. 
They 
formed a high-priced, a thoroughly in­ 
dependent body. 
They made money 
and spent it. "Telegraph operators ara 
as Bohemian in their instincts as actors 
aud 
newspaper 
men. 
The}’ never 
work while they have cash or credit to 
play on. 
Their pay-days fall ld-mouth- 
ly’, and every pay-day left us crippled 
for operators till the roistering ab 
sentees had run their money through. 
If we ventured to expostulate, they 
would refuse to work at all. 
If we ex­ 
pressed disapprobation at 
any tiling 
they did they would let messages ac­ 
cumulate till there would be half a 
day's, and even longer, delay in the 
most important business. There w’as no 
actual trades1 union among them, but 
they stuck together and had things 
pretty much their own way. 
“ Then the suggestion was mad? 
that we should employ women as ope­ 
rators. 
Tile late President Orton w a* 
the originator of this idea. 
His friends 
would frequently send young ladies, 
who had learned telegraphy iii private 
schools, to him for employment, and 
he knew that a number whom he had 
found i»ositions in business houses for 
were capable of excellent work. Final­ 
ly we employed a few on the short and 
easy lines. 
They did their work ad- I 
mirably. They w’ere not as fast as tho 
men, and could not w’ork the heavy dis­ 
tance wires.

But the greatest con­ 
venience the employment of women 
rendered possible was the establish­ 
ment of the small local offices in hotels 
and the up-town districts, where it 
would never have paid to keep a high- 
toned male operator at a salary of al­ 
most as much as the office brought in. 
Many of our local offices were at the 
start attended to by young women who 
took commission on their returns as 
pay. 
Now, however, we have them all 
under salary. 
Out of town we have 
hundreds, I was going to say, of oRices 
in the care of female operators. 
They 
are small offices, at places where a man 
would not stay. 
For instance, at a vil­ 
lage of a couple* of score of houses we 
could not afford to keep an operator at 
a city salary. 
But by paying some 
young girl who lives there twenty-live 
or thirty dollars a month, which is more 
than she could earn in such a place at 
much harder labor, we are able to keep 
the lino open to furnish facilities which 
the residents find frequent need of. 
The same 
remarks apply to many 
branch offices hero and in other cities 
where business is light, but there is 
still a demand for local service, 
lf it 
was not for our women operators these 
places would not be supplied with tele­ 
graphic service at all. 
If the public have been benefited by 
the introduction of the female opera­ 
tives 
into 
telegraphy, 
the 
male 
operatives 
certainly 
have 
not. 
There has beeit a marked decline iii 
salaries since the women entered the 
business. 
The best operators, giants 
in their line, who send and take mes­ 
sages with incredible speed, still make 
handsome salaries enough, as salaries 
in telegraphy go, and less able Gyra­ 
tors, by doing extra work, earn good 
livings. 
But among the mass of opera­ 
tors salaries have been seriously cut 
into. 
Women are doing for from Sib 
I to SOO a month now what ten years :ng«» 
! men got from $00 to £S0 and >lo0 for 
j doing. 
Tho pay cif operators outside 
has similarly suffered. 
Many manu­ 
factories and large business houses en 
jo y private telegraph lines. Illest* used 
to employ men. 
Now women do tin 
service at nearly all of them. 
In the 
same way, at hundreds of minor coun­ 
try stations, where a man, by cornbin 
ing the wretched salaries of station- 
agent for the railroad and operator for 
the telegraph company, contrived to 
eke out a comfortable living, women 
now do their work for even less than 
half their old remuneration. 
“ And ifs going to be worse yet,11 
said an operator, who was standing 
guard over a Bark Row lunch-counter, 
to a reporter. 
“ For the telegraph col­ 
leges keep grinding 'em out like corn 
at amill. 
Give 'em 
a month and a 
looking-glass and a cheap novel, and 
they don't ask any more. 
What show 
has a decent man got alongside cf such 
opposition, I'd like to know?" 
“ Did he say that?" asked tin* young 
huly at th e 
Hotel, when tho re­ 
porter communicated the remarks to 
lier, and asked if they were true. 
“ He did.*1

Ile ipc fo r C u rin g M eat. 


As the season 
has arrived when 
curing meat is in order,we republish,as 
of old, our famous recipe for curing 
beef, pork, mutton, hams, etc., as fol­ 
lows: 
To one gallon of water, take 1} 
lbs. of salt, I lh. sugar, ’ oz. saltpeter, 
£ ob. potash. 
(Omit lite potash unless 
you can get the pure article. Druggists 
usually keep it.) 
In ibis ratio tile pickle can he in­ 
creased to any quantity desired. 
Let 
the e be boiled together until all the 
dirt from the sugar rises to the top and 
is skimmed oft. 
Then throw it into a 
tub to cool, and when cold, pour it over 
vour beef or pork. 
The meat must be 
well-covered with pickle, and should 
not be put down for at least two days 
after killing, during which time it 
should be slightly sprinkled with pow­ 
dered saltpeter, which removes all the 
surface-blood, eto., leaving the meat 
fresh and clean. 
Some omit boiling 
the pickle, and bud it to answer very 
well, * though the operation of boiling 
purines the pickle, by throwing off the 
dirt always to be found in salt aud 
sugar. 
lf this recipe is strictly fol­ 
lowed, it will require only a s:ngle trial 
to prove its superiority over the com­ 
mon way, or most ways, of pulling 
down meat, and will not soon be aban­ 
doned for any other. 
'The meat is un ­ 
surpassed for sweetness, delicacy and 
freshness of color. — Germantown Tele­ 
graph.

—Cream to use with any kind of 
layer cake is made from this recipe: 
Take one pound of blanched almonds, 
pounded to a paste, one coffee cup 
of thick, sour cream, two tablespoon­ 
fuls of corn starch scalded in a little 
sweet milk, 
belt

spread between the layers of the cake; 
flavor with a little almond extract. 
’This is very rich and is suitable for the 
nicest kinds <»f cake. 
For more com­ 
mon use an inviting cream may be 
made in this way: 
lake* a pint of sweet 
milk, thicken it with half a cup of corn 
starch, add halt a cup of sugar and boil 
until the cream o r custard ri of the 
consistency of starch. 
When almost 
cool add one tablespoonful of lemon or 
vanilla and spread between the layers 
of the cake. 
Bumpkin or Squash Pie.—Cut the 
pumpkin or squa-h into very thin slice- 
r and boil until tender in as little water ms 
jjossible, watching carefully that it dot 
not scorch; set the stew kettle on top 
the stove, drain oft* all the water, mash 
and rub through the cullender or sieve; 
for two pies tako three heaping coffee 
cupfuls of the strained pumpkin, add­ 
ing to it while warm a piece of butter 
tile size of a walnut, one pint ot rich 
hot milk, ten heaping tablespoonfuls 
sugar, two slightly heaped teaspoonfuls 
of ginger, one and a half teaspoonfuls 
p »udeiv I cinnamon, three-fourths of a 
grated nutmeg, two teaspoonsful* of 
vanilla, apinch of salt, and foureggs (the 
yelks and whites beaten separately); 
bake with an under crust and in a hot 
oven or they will not be nice and brown. 
V lien done sift a little powdered sugar 
on top. 
it is well to heat the batter 
scalding hot before pouring it into the 
pie dishes. J>o not bake until the whey 
or the crust will be softened aud the 
flavor spoiled. 
—There is no better way of restoring 
soil than bv growing mid plowing under 
clover. 
The difficulty is in inducing 
tile clover to grow upon soils so poor 
as to need this method of improvement. 
But when the soil is in fair condition, 
if this practice is begun and continued, 
it will then keep it improving without 
difficulty. 
If your soil is good enough

to produce clover, there would be no 
better way to improve it than by seed­ 
ing it and plowing in the crop. 
But if 
it is already poor, it is probable that 
the attem pt to grow a crop of (nits and 
get a good catch of clover by tile use of 
plaster alone might tail. 
This depends 
on the condition ot the soil, of which 
von will b.* the best judge, 
if the soil 
is too poor to do tills, it would bi* bet­ 
ter to sow buckwheat in .May and plow 
it in in July and sow again, and then 
seed with clover, and in August nm 
over the lichi with a mower, when the 
buckwheat is iii blossom, and cut it 
down, and leave it on the ground as a 
protection and fertilizer for the clover. 
The clover will be large enough to prow 
iii the next fall when in seed, and the 
ground may be sown to rye or wheat, 
or left for corn the next season.--K.
